(i) in the case of cinema shows held on conducted regu¬ 
larly within 3 days from the last day of each week 
ending with Sunday ; and 

(ii) in the case of shows or performances other than those 
referred to in clause (i), at least three days before 
such shows or performances are held or conducted : 

Provided that in special cases the Executive Officer may, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, permit the Theatre Tax on 
shows or performances referred to in clause (ii) to be paid nt 
any time before they are held or conducted. 

5. Place of Payment of Theatre Tax 

The Theatre Tax shall be payable at the office of the Can¬ 
tonment Board, Agra or such other place as may, from time to 
time, be specified by the Executive Officer in this behalf.

(i) The Executive Officer shall maintain a Register contain¬

The Executive Officer may, if he considers necessary, mam- 
tain tile Register in separate parts or volumes for different 
kinds of entertainments or amusements. 

7. Returns and Informations to be submitted by the Proprietor 

ti) The proprietor shall, on the date on which the Theatre 
Tax for any show or performance is payable, submit 
to the Executive Officer, a return in the form append¬ 
ed to these bye-laws.

(ii) Every proprietor shall submit to the Executive 
Officer such information as may he required by him 
from time to lime for the purpose of the levy of the 
Theatre Tax. 

8. Refund of Theatre lax in Certain Cases 

The Executive Officer shall, on an application made in thnt

(a) that such performance or show did not actually take 
place and the charges collected from the intending

FAMILY PENSION SCHEME, 1983 

Chandigarh, the 18th April 1983 : 

No 15149/B-954/3-Adnm.—In terms of provisions made 
in regulation 37 of the Bhakm Beas Management Board Em¬ 
ployees’ Contributory Provident Fund Regulations 1981, the 
Bhakra Beas Management Board is pleased to make the fol¬ 
lowing Scheme :— 

1. Short title, commencement and application. —(1) This 
Scheme may be called the Bhakra Beas Management Board 
Employees’ Family Pension Scheme, 1983. 

(2) This Scheme shall come into force with effect from 
1st November, 1982. 

(3) This Scheme shall apply to all such employees as 
become members of the B.B.M.B. Employees’ Contributory 
Provident Fund on or after the date of notification of the 
Bhakra Beas Management Board Employees Contributory Pro¬ 
vident Fund Regulations 1981. 

2. Definitions. —In this scheme, unless the context otherwise 
requires— 

(a) ‘Regulations’ means the Bhakra Beas Management 
Board Employees’ Contributory Provident Fund Re¬ 
gulations, 1981. 

(b) ‘Scheme’ means the Bhakra Beas Management Board 
Employees Family Pension Scheme, 

(c) Executive. Officer means the Executive Officer of the 
Board of Trustees constituted under the Bhakra Beas 
Management Board Emplovees’ Contributory Provi¬ 
dent Fund Regulations, 1981. 

(d) ‘Family’ means— 

(i) wife in the case of a male member of the Family 
Pension Fund^ 

(ii) husband in the case of a female member of the 
Family Pension Fund; and 

(iii) minor sons and un-married daughters of a member 
of the Family Pension Fund. 

Explanation.—The expressions 'sons’ and 'daughters’ shall 
include children adopted legally before death while in sendee. 

(e) ‘Family Pension’ means a regular monthly amount 
payable to a person belonging to the Family of the 
member of the Family Pension Fund, in the event 
of his death during the period of reckonable service; 

(f) “Form’ means a Form appended to this Scheme; 

(g) ‘pav’ means basic wages, with dearness allowance 
and retaining allowance, if any, and cash value of 
food concessions admissible if any; 

(hi ‘reckonable service’ means service rendered by a 
member of the Family Pension Fund in resnect of 
which contributions are payable under this Scheme 
and includes anv reriod of service in resnect of which 
no wages are drawn bv such member on account of 
temporary closure, of the estab i: sbmept. strike, lock¬ 
out or. leave without pav. or for anv other reason, 
of a similar nature or otherwise, and in re'pec* o f 
whichh contributions (both the member’s and em¬ 
ployer's shirel are payable bv diversion from bis 
Contributory Provident Fund Account as* provided in 
this Scheme : 


Provided that r period of service, in respect of which no 
wages are drawn bv a member :— 

(11 after the name of the member has been struck off 
Fom the rolls of the employer of the member; or 


(ii) which is in excess of one year; or 

(iii) after there ceases, to be any amount in the fund or 
in the Contributory Pi evident Fund, as the case may 
be, lying to the credit of the member concerned shall 
be treated as reckonable service : 

(i) All other words and expressions used but not, defined 
in this Schem» and defined in Bhakra Beas Manage¬ 
ment Board, Employees Contributory Provident Fund 
Regulations or in the Provident Fund Act, 1925 (19 
of 1925), the Employees’ Provident Funds and Mis¬ 
cellaneous Provisions Act, 1952 (19 of 1952). shall 
have the meaning respectively assigned to them in the 
said Regulations and the Acts. 

3. Membership of the Family Pension Fund. —This Scheme 
shall apply to every employee who becomes a member of the 
B.B.M.B. Employees’ Contributory Provident Fund under the 
Regulations : 

Provided that an employee who has less than 2 years to 
attain the age of superannuation on the date on which he 
would have become eligible for membership or have been re¬ 
quired to become a member of this Scheme shall not he eli¬ 
gible for membership unddr this Scheme. 

4. Option for joining this Scheme. —(1) 'Every employee 
who is a member of the Bhakra Beas Management Board, Em¬ 
ployees Contributory Provident Fund, immediately before the 
commencement of. this Scheme, shall have the option to join 
this Scheme. 

(2) The option referred to in sub-paragraph (1) shall be 
exercised in Form—I within a period of six months from the 
date of Notification of this Scheme. 

(3) It shall be the duty of every employer to get the option 
referred to in sub-paragraph (1) exercised by every member 
to whom the option is given within the time specified in sub¬ 
paragraph^). 

5. Retention of membership. —A member of the Family 
Pension Fund shall.continue to be a member of the. Family 
Pension Fund till he becomes entitled to withdraw the benefits 
to which he is entitled under this Scheme or dies during the 
period of reckonable service, whichever is earlier : 

Provided that where there has been a break in the mem¬ 
bership of the Family Pension Fund on account of closure 
of an establishment, strike, lockout, leave without pay, re¬ 
trenchment. resignation, termination, discharge or for any 
other reason and the period of such break between two spells 
of reckonable service under the same establishment covered 
under the Regulations does not exceed one year, such mem¬ 
bership if he has not withdrawn the benefits to which he is 
entitled under the Scheme and his provident fund accumu¬ 
lations under the Regulations shall continue to be member 
of Family Pension Fund, provided thatfsuch breaks during 
which no contribution to the Family Pension Fund are pay¬ 
able shall be excluded from the total reckonable service in 
the manner specified" in paragraph 32, here-in-after. 

6 . Resolution of doubts. —If anv question arises whether an 
emplovee is entitled to become a member of the Family Pen¬ 
sion Fund, the decision thereon of the Executive Officer shall 
be final. 

Provided that no decision shall be given unless both the 
employe’- and the employee have been heard. 

7. Special Grant bv the Board. —If at anv time the balance 
under the Scheme is nor sufficient to meet the liabilities under 
the Scheme, the'Board shall provide necessary funds from its 
general revenue. 

8 . Family Pension Fund —(1) From and out of the contri¬ 
butions to Contributory Provident Fund payable by the em- 
n’over and the emplovees in each month, a part of the contri¬ 
bution . representing 1-1-/6 per cent of the employee’s oav 
fdouawith an equivalent amount of t-l-/6 per cent from and 
out of the employer’s, contribution shall be remitted bv the 
employer to the Fairly Pension Fund bv a separate Bank 
Draft or checme on the account of Family Penison Fund Con- 

1 Mbution ir! such manner as may be specified in this behalf 
by the Executive Officer, 
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(2) The Board shall also contribute at the rate of 1-1-/6 
percent of the pay of the Members of the Family Pension 
Fund and credit the contribution to the Family Pension-cum- 
Lifc Assurance Fund referred to in paragraph 17 herein-after. 

(3) The contributions payable under sub-paragraphs (11 A 

(2) shall be calculated on the basis of basic wages, dearness 
allowance (including the cash value of any food concession) 
and retaining allowance, if any, actually drawn during the 
whole month. 

(4) The Family Pension Fund shall rest in the Board of 
Trustees constitute! under regulations 14 & 15 of the Regula¬ 
tions & shall be ad min istered by it in such manner as may 
be specified in B.BMB Employees Family Pension Scheme. 

9. Payment of contribution. —()1 The employer shall. In tile 
first instance, pay both the contribution payable, to the Family 
Pension Fund by himself and also, on behalf of the member 
of the Family Pension Fund employed by him directly, the 
contribution payable to the Family Pension Fund by such 
member. 

(2) It shall be the responsibility of the employer to pay his 
contributions as well as Board’s contributions payable to the 
Family Pension Fund in respect of employees employed by 
him, monthly on or before 8th of the following month to 
which the contribution relates, accompanied by monthly return 
in Forms 3 & 4. 

10. Employer's share not to be deducted from the Mem¬ 
bers. —Notwithstanding any contract to the contrary, the em¬ 
ployer shall not be entitled to deduct the employer’s contribu¬ 
tion payable to the Family Pension Fund from the wage of a 
member of the Family Pension Fund or otherwise to recover 
it from him. 

11. Recovery of a Member’s share of contribution. —(1) 
The amount of contribution paid by the employer on behalf 
of a member of the Family Pension Fund shall, notwithstand¬ 
ing the provisions in this Scheme or any law for the time 
being in force or any contract to the contrary, be recover¬ 
able by means of deduction from the wages of the member of 
the Family Pension Fund and not otherwise. 

Provided that no such deduction may be made from any 
wage other than that which is paid in respect of the period 
or part of the period in respect of which the contribution to 
the Family Pension Fund is payable. 

Provided further that the employer shall be entitled to re¬ 
cover the employee’s share from a wage other than that which 
is paid in respect of the period for which the contribution to 
the Family Pension Fund has been made or is payable where 
the employee has in writing given a false declaration at the 
time of joining service with the said employer that he was 
not already a member of the Family Pension Fund, 

Provided further that where no such, deduction has been 
made on account of an accidental mistake or a clerical error, 
such deduction may, with the consent in writing of the Ac¬ 
counts Officer be made from the subsequent wages. 

(2) Any sum deducted by an employer from the wage of an 
employee under this Scheme shall be deemed to have been 
entrusted to him for the purpose of paying the contribution 
to the Family Pension Fund in respect of which it was 
deducted. 

12. Particulars to be supplied by persons already employed 
at the time of \the commencement of the Family Pension 
Fund. —Every person who is entitled to become a member of 
the Family Pension Fund shall be asked forthwith by his em¬ 
ployer to furnish and shall, on such demand, furnish to him, 
for communication to the Executive Officer particulars con¬ 
cerning himself and his family in Form-2. 

13. Preparation of Contribution Cards.— The employer shall 
prepare a Family Pension Fund Contribution Card, in respect 
of every employee in his employment who has become a mem¬ 
ber of the Family pension Fund in Forms 3 and 4. 
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14. Duties of employers. —(1) Every employer shall send to 
the Executive Officer, within fifteen days of the commence¬ 
ment of this Scheme, a consolidated return in Form-7 of the 
employees entitled to become members of the Family Pension 
Fund showing the basic wage, retaining allowance, if any, and> 
dearness allowance including the cash value of any food con¬ 
cession paid to each of such employees. 

Provided that if there is no employee who is entitled to 
become a member of the Family Pension Fund, the employer 
shall send a ‘NIL’ return. 

(2) Every employer shall send to the Executive Officer 
within fifteen days of the close of each month a return In 
Form-8 of the employees leaving service of the employer dur¬ 
ing the preceding month. 

Provided that if there is no employee leaving service of the 
employer during the preceding month, the employer shall send 
a ‘NIL’ return. 

(3) Every employer shall maintain accounts in relation 
to' the amounts contributed to the Family Pension Fund by 
him, by his employees and the Board in Forms 3, 4, 5 & 

6 as directed by the Executive Officer from time to time and 
furnish the same to the Accounts Officer of the said fund 
immediately after dose of the month/year. It shall be the 
duty of every employer to assist the Executive Officer/ 
Accounts Officer in making payments from Family Pension 
Fund to his employees as are sanctioned by or under the 
authority of the Executive Officer. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained in 
this paragraph, the Executive Officer may issue such direc¬ 
tions to the employer generally as it may consider necessary 
or proper for the purpose of implementing this Scheme, and 
it shall be the duty of every employer to carry out such 
directions. 

15. Allotment of Account- Numbers. —For the purposes of 
this Scheme, the members of the Family Pen si on Fund shall 
retain the account numbers, if any, allotted to them under 
the Scheme. If there is no such number, fresh numbers 
will be allotted by the Executive Officer. 

16. Investment of funds belonging to BBMB Employees 

Family Pension Scheme —All moneys belonging to the Scheme 
shall be deposited in the State Bank of India or any suchi 
other scheduled bank as may be approved by the Executive 
Officer from time to time. All expenses incurred in respect 
of loss, if any, arising from any investment shall be charged 
to the Scheme. , : I , 

17. Family Penslon-cum-Llfe Assurance Fund Account. — 
The aggregate amount received as the employer's and the 
employee’s contributions and also the Board’s contribution 
to the Family Pension Fund as specified in sub-paragraphs 
(1) & (2) of Paragraph 8 shall be credited to an account 
called the ‘Family Pension-c«m-Life Assurance Fund 
Account.’ 

18. Investment. —All moneys belonging to or standing to 
the credit of the Family Pension Fund Account shall be in¬ 
vested in the same mannor as specified in sub-regulations 
(1), f2), (3) & (4) of regulation 19 of the Regulations. 

19. Disposal of the Fund. —All payments on account of 
family pension and other benefits under this Scheme shall 
be chargeable against the Family Pension-cum-Life Assur¬ 
ance Fund Account, 

20. Information to Board. —The Executive Officer shall 
furnish such information to the Board from time to time in 
respect of the incomings and outgoings from, the Family 
Pension Fund Account as may be asked for and in such 
manner as may be directed bv the Board. 

21. Forms of Accounts. —The accounts of the Family 
Pension-cimi-Life-Assurancc Fund shall be maintained by the 
Executive Officer in such forms and manners as may be 
specified by him. 

22. Audit. — The accounts of,the Family Pension Fund 
shall be audited by the Auditors of the Board. 
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23. Maintenance of Family Pension Fund Account. (1) 
The account called the ‘Family Pension-cum-Life-Assurance 
Fund Account - Referred to in paragraph-17 shall be opened 
and maintained by the Executive Officer in such a manner as 
may be specified by him. 


(b) failing (a), to the eldest surviving minor son until 
he attains the age of 18 years; and 

(c) failing (a) & (b), to the eldest surving unmarried 
daughter until she attains the age of 21 years or 
marries whichever is earlier. 


(2) The receipts for moneys (cheques and cash) received 
by or on behalf of the Trustees and also cheques of banking 
accounts of the fund may be issued, drawn, signed or endors¬ 
ed on behalf of the Trustees by the Accounts Officer or his 
representative as nominated by the Board of Trustees for the 
purpose subject to such conditions, if any, as the Executive 
Officer may prescribe. 

24. Rate of Family Pension. —(1) In the case of a mem¬ 
ber who being a member of the Family Pension Fund at the 
age of 25 years or less dies during the period of reckonable 
service before attaining the age of superannuation, family 
pension shall be paid at the rates specified in Table below 
subject to the condition that he has been a member of the 
Family Pension Fund for a period of not less than 2 years :—

No. 15150/B-1665/3-Admn.—In terms of provisions made 
in regulation 37 of the Bhakrp Beas Management Board Em¬ 
ployees’ Contributory Provident Fund Regulations, 1981, the 
Bhakra Beas Management Board is pleased to make the fol¬ 
lowing scheme : 

1, Short title, commencement and application.- —(1) This 
Scheme may be called the Bhakra Beas Management Board 
Employees’ Deposit Linked Insurance Scheme, 1983. 

(2) This scheme shall come into force with effect from 1st 
November, 1982. 

(3) This scheme shall apply to all such employees as be¬ 
come members of the Bhakra Beas Management Board Em¬ 
ployees’ Contributory Provident Fund on or after the date of 
notification of the Bhakra Beas Management Board Em¬ 
ployees’ Contributory Provident, Regulations, 198), 


Date of completion of 120 actual working days in a period 
of 6 months, or less or six months continuous service or date 
of continuation whichever is earlier Date of Admission as 
member of Bhakra Beas Management Board Employees’ 
Contributory Provident Fund Regulations, 1981.

2. Definitions .—In this Scheme, unless the context otherwise 
requires.— 

(a) "Regulations”, means the Bhakra Beas Management 
Board Employees’ Provident Fund Regulations 1981. 

(b) "assurance benefit” means a payment linked to the 
average balance in the’ Contributory Provident Fund 
Account of an employee, payable to a person belong¬ 
ing to his family or otherwise entitled to it in the 
event of death of the employee while beiDg a mem¬ 
ber of the Fund; 

(c) “Executive Officer” means the Executive Officer of 
the Board of Trustees Constituted under Bhakra Beas 
Management Board Employees Contributory Provi¬ 
dent Fund Regulations, 1981. 

(d) All other words and expressions^ used but not defined 
in this Scheme and defined in Bhakra Beas Manage¬ 
ment Board Employees’ Contributory Provident Fund 
Regulations, 1981 or in the Provident Funds Act, 
1925 (19 of 1925), the Employees’ Provident Funds 
and Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 1952 (19 of 1952) 
shall have the meaning respectively assigned to them 
in the said Regulations and the Acts, 

3. Administration of the Scheme .—The Scheme shall be 
administered by the Board of Trustees constituted under re¬ 
gulation 15 of the Regulations, 
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4. Deposit Linked Insurance Fund. —(1) There shall be 

established a Deposit-linked Insurance Fund into which shall 
be paid by the employer from time to time in respect of every 
employee in relation to whom he is the employer, such amount, 
not being more than one percent of the aggregate of the basic 
wages, dearness allowance and retaining allowance (if any) 
for the time being payable in relation to such employee as the 
Board may, specify. r 

(2) The Board shall contribute to the Insurance Fund in 
relation to each employee an amount representing one-half of 
the contribution which an employer is required to make. The 
Board's contribution shall be paid by the employer from time 
to time in respect of every employee. 

(3) The Insurance Fund shall vest in the Board of Trustees 
constituted under Regulations 14 and 15 of the Regulations 
am i be administered by it in such manner as may be specified 
in the Insurance Scheme. 

5. Contribution. —(1) The contribution payable by the em¬ 
ployer and the Board under sub-paragraphs (1) & (2) of para¬ 
graph 4 shall be calculated on the basis of the basic wages, 
dearness allowance (including the cash value of any food con¬ 
cession) and retaining allowance, if any, actually drawn dur¬ 
ing the whole month whether paid on daily, weekly, fort¬ 
nightly or monthly basts. 

(2) Each contribution shall be calculated to the nearest 
quarter of a rupee, 12.5 paise or more to be counted as the 
next higher quarter of a rupee.

6. Mode of payment of contribution .—(1) The contribution 

by the employer shall be remitted by him at such rate as the 
Board may fix from time to time to the Insurance Fund within 
fifteen days of the close of every month by a separate bank 
draft or cheque or by remittance in cash in such manner as 
may be specified in this behalf by the Executive Officer, The 
cost of remittance, if any, shall be borne by the employer. 

(2) It shall be the responsibility of .the employer to pay the 
contribution payable by him and the Board in respect of all 
employees employed by him. 

(3) The Executive Officer shall be responsible for the de¬ 
posit of bank drafts or cheques received from the employers 
in the State Bank of India or any one of the nationalised 
banks. 

. 7. Employer’s contribution not to be deducted from the 
wages of the employees. —Notwithstanding any contract to the 
contrary, the employer shall not be entitled to deduct the 
employer’s contribution payable by him under this Scheme 
from the wages of the employees or to recover it from them 
in any other manner. 

8. Duties of employers. —(1) Every employer shall send to 
the Executive Officer returns in such form as may be specified 
by him for the purposes of this Scheme. 

(2) Every employer shall maintain such accounts in rela¬ 
tion to amounts contributed to the Insurance Fund by him 
as the Executive Officer, may from time to time, direct and 
it shall be the duty of every employer to assist the Executive 
Officer in making such payments from the Insurance Fund 
as are sanctioned by or under his authority. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained in 
this paragraph the Executive Officer mav Issue such directions 
to employers generally as it may consider necessary or proper 
for the purpose of administering this Scheme and it shall be 
the duty of every employer to carry out such directions. 

9. Inspection of records and registers. —Every employer 
shs’l, when-very the Executive Officer or any other officer 
authorised bv him in this behalf, so requires, produce before 
him the records and other registers then in his possession for 
Inspection. 

10. Supply of forms to employers. —The Executive Officer 
shall supply to employers free of charge, on demand, forms 
referred to in this Scheme to the extent absolutely necessary. 


11. Administration Account, —If at any time the balance 
under the scheme, is not sufficient to meet the liabilities under 
the scheme, the Board shall provide necessary funds from its 
general revenue. 

12. Deposit-Linked Insurance Fund Account. —The amount 
received as the employer’s contribution and also the Board’s 
contribution to the insurance Eund shall be credited to an 
account called the “Deposit Linked Insurance Fund Account", 
and all expenses towards the cost of any benefits provided by 
or under the Scheme shall be met out of this account. 

13. Investment of moneys belonging to the Insurance Fund. 
All moneys belonging to the Insurance Fund shall be depo¬ 
sited in the State Bank of India or in such other Scheduled 
Bank as may be approved by the Executive Officer from time 
to time. 

14. Interest. —All interests, and other income realised and 
net profit or losses, if any, from the investments shall be 
credited oj debited as the case may be to the Insurance Fund. 

15. Disposal of the Insurance Fund. —(1) Subject to the 
provisions of Regulations and of this Scheme, the Insurance 
Fund shall not, except with the previous sanction of the Board 
of Trustees, be expended for any purpose other than the pay¬ 
ment of the benefits in accordance with the provisions of this 
Scheme. 

(2) The Insurance Fund shall be operated upon by such 
officers as may be authorised in this behalf by the Board of 
Trustees. 

(3) The receipts for moneys (cheques & cash) received by 
or on behalf of the trustees of the fund may be issued, drawn, 
signed or endorsed on behalf of the trustees by the Accounts 
Officer or his representative as nominated by the Executive 
Officer for the purpose, subject to such condition, if any, as 
the Board of Trustees may prescribe. 

lfi. Forms of Account. —The accounts of Insurance Fund 
shall be maintained by the Executive Officer in such form and 
in such manner as may be specified by him. 

17. Audit. —The accounts of the Insurance Fund shall be 
audited by the auditors of the Bhakra Beas Management 
Board. 

18. Scales of assurance benefit and the minimum average 
balance to be maintained by an employee. —On the death of 
an employee who is a member of the Fund, the persons entitl¬ 
ed to receive the Contributory Provident Fund accumulations 
of the deceased shall, in addition to such accumulations, be 
paid an amount, equal to the average balance in the account 
of the deceased in the Fund during the preceding three years, 
not exceeding rupees ten thousands : 

Provided that the average balance in the account of the 
deceased employee is not below the sum of Rs. 1,000 during 
the preceding three years. 

Explanation : The period of three venrs for calculation of 
benefits under this scheme shall be computed 
backwards from the month preceding the 
month in which death of the member occurs. 

19. Assurance benefit to whom payable —(1) The nomina¬ 
tion made by an employee under the Regulations shall be 
treated bn nominations under this Scheme and the assurance 
amount shall become pavablc to such nominee or nominees. 

(2) It no nomination subsists or it the nomination relates 
only to Dart of the amount standing to his credit in the Fund, 
the whole amount or the cart thereof to which the nommatiorr 
does not relate, as the case may be. shall become payable to 
the members of his family in equal shares : 

Provided that no share shall be payable to— 

(a) sons who have attained majority, 

(b) sons of a deceased son who have attained majority; 
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(c) married daughters whose husbands are alive; 

(d) married daughters of a deceased son whose husbands 
are alive. If there is any member of the family 
other than those specified in clauses (a), (b), (c) & 
(d) : 

Provided further that the widow or widows, and child or 
children of a deceased son shall receive be.vvtcn them in 
jqual parts only the share which that son would have received 
if he had survived the employee and had not attained the 
igc Of majority at the time of his death. 

(3) In any case to which the provisions of sub-paragraphs 

(1) and (2) do not apply the whole amount shall bo payable 
to the person legally entitled to it. 

Explanation .—For the purpose of this paragraph an em¬ 
ployee’s posthumous child, if born alive shall be [rented i„ 
the same way as a surviving child born before his death. 

20. Assurance amount—How to be paid. —(1) The nomi¬ 
nee or nominees or other claimants shall send a written appli¬ 
cation to the Executive Officer through the employer in such 
form as the Executive Officer may specify, to claim payment 
under this scheme. 

(2) if the person to whom any amount is to be paid under 
tiiis scheme is a minor or a lunatic, the payment shall bo 
made in accordance with the provisions in the Regulations 
relating to payment to such persons. 

(3) Payment to be made under the scheme shall be made 
in the form of n deposit in a Savings Bank Account, in any 


bank specified in the 1st Schedule to the Banking Companies 
(Acquisition & Tranfer of Undertaking) Act, 1970 (5 of 
1970) in the name of the nominee or nominees or other 
claimants. 

21. The Executive Officer may specify the registers and 
records to be maintained in respect of the employees, the 
form or design of any identify card, token or disc for the 
purpose of identifying any employeo or his nominee or a 
member of his family entitled to receive the benefit under 
this Scheme and such other formalities as have to be com¬ 
pleted in connection with the payment of the said benefit, 
subject to such periodical verification as may be considered 
necessary. 

22. Annual Report on the working of this Scheme .—The 
Hoard of Trustees shall approve before the 15th October and 
submit to the Chairman before the 30th November each year, 
a report on the working of the Scheme during the previous 
financial year. 

23. Power to issue directions .—The Chairman may from 
time to time issue such directions to the Board of Trustees 
or the Executive Officer as it may consider necessary for the 
proper administration of the Scheme.
